Galesburg, III., Sept. 15.—[8pecial]—Avia- 
tor Maximillian Liljenstrand, better known 
as Max Lillie, was almost instantly killed 
on the Galesburg district fair grounds early 
this afternoon in the presence of his wife and 
five thousand spectators as he was trying 
out. his aeroplane preliminary to ea flight 
later in the day. . | 

At the moment of the accident he had beep 
making a circle of the field and was about 
150 feet high. The machine was two hun- 
dred feet east of the grandstand, occupying 
one of the seats of which and in full view of 
the machine was his wife. 

Just before he reached the grandstand it 
appeared as if he was about to alight in the 
crowd and evidently he appeared to be afraid 
to come down because of the crowd. 


Feared to Land in Crowd. 

He then ascended some distance and as he 
made a turn the north wind caught the right 
wing and caused it to snap and break. The 
machine turned turtle and came down with 
a crash, pinning Lillie to the ground. 

His wife started up from her seat crying 
“My Goll! He is dead! He is dead!“ 

Mrs. Liljenstrand was so deeply affected 
when she saw the body that she fainted. A 
physician's services were required. 

It is not determined tonight where the 
body of Lillle will be sent for burial. The in- 
quest will be held in the morning.

There would be no dreamers, no poets, no 
artists. 0 
On the other hand, laws and customs 
would be most logical and sane—the men 
would be level minded; labor of every kind 
would be so productive, life would be so free 
from waste, that two or three hours would be 
the working day and the balance of the time 
could be devoted to the pursuits of leisure. 

Genius and dreaming are highly neces- 
sary, but the individual who departs from 
level mindedness misses genius and falls into 
the neurasthenia group paye more than his 
share for the community's opportunity. Of 
the hundreds who get off the plane of level 
mindedness, oné is a genius and the balance 
ate neurasthenics or other kinds of mental 
misfits. 

The sensible policy for any man to pur- 
sue is to work to keep in the level headed 
group. Averaging things—that’s where the 
best pay is; that’s where the most happiness

O many Greeks who now make their 
home on this side of the Atlantic re- 
turned to their native land in order to 
take part in the two successive wars 
against Turkey and against Bulgaria, 


| that it may be of interest to call attention to 


the royal decree just promulgated at Athens, 
bearing the signature of King Constantine 
and providing for the bestowal of medals 
upon all those who have borne arms in these 
two conflicts. 

They have bee. designed by Jacobidis, the 
dean of Greek artists, and are now being 
struck in bronze at Paris, where work of this 
kind is nowadays done better than anywhere 
else in the world. The medal for the cam- 
paign against the Turks will be worn on the 
left breast, suspended by a ribbon of the 
Greek colors, that is to say, blue and white, 
with a thin red line in the middle, recalling 
the field of the Turkish fag. The medal bears 
on the obverse the Greek cross, surmounted 
by two crossed swords. Underneath the cross 
are the names of. King Gearge and King Con- 
stantine. The whole is surrounded by a lau- 
rel wreath and an inscription in Greek of the 
words, With God's help, for King and Coun- 
try.“ On the reverse are engraved the names 
of the conquered provinces of Epirus and of 
the archipelago.

The other medal, namely, that for the cam- 
paign against the Bulgars, bears on the ob- 
verse the profile of King Constantine and the 
famous verse of Homer: The surest of all 
auguries ig to fight for the fatherland.” 
Around the border are the words, Konstan- 
tinos Basileus and the date 1913. On the 


emperor, Basilius II. 
Bulgar killer], who died in A. D. 1025, after 
waging lifelong and successful warfare 
against the Bulgars and other Slav nations in 
the Balkans. The ribbon is equally symbolic, 
consisting of vertical stripes of the Bulgarian 
national colors, white, red and green, cut 
across by the blue of the Greeks. 

This particular medal cannot fall to keep 
alive the intense racial] hatred which has ex- 
isted, for near a thousand years between the 
Greeks and the Bulgars, and conveys promise 
of many a battle still tocome. The medal and 
the ribbon, in one word, are bound to act upon 
a Bulgar much as a red rag to a bull, plainly 
signifying, as they do, the defeat of the Bul- 
gars by the Greeks. 

Every Greek in the United States and Can- 
ada who has taken part in the two recent 
campaigns in the southeast of Europe, either 
in the ranks or as an officer, and who has re- 
ceived an honorable discharge, is entitled by 
the royal decree to these two medals in rec- 
ognition of his patriotic services to his king 
and to his native land.

Every one ot the newspaper articles in this 
country and abroad dealing with the recent 
death of the octogenarian, Emile Ollivier, the 
ast prime minister of Napoleon III., has re- 
called his famous phrase, uttered during the 
course of his speech to the nationa? legisla- 
ture, announcing the proclamation of war 
against Prussia in 1870, namely, “ It is with 
a light heart (avec le coeur leger]! that we 
accept the responsibility These words have 
always been treasured against Ollivier as 
illustrative of the frivolity and recklessness 
with which he caused France to embark upon 
that to her so disastrous struggle, which 
robbed. her of two of ber most prosperous 
provinces, namely, Alsace and Lorraine. 

. There is a considerable amount of injustice 
in thisimputation. Taken by themselves, the 
words are certainly unpardonable. But when 
taken with the context of his speech their 
meaning is entirely different. What he add- 
ed was, Do not think that I mean to say 
with joy.’ I have already told you my sor- 
row at having been compelled to declare war.

Emile Ollivier’s solitaty tomb on the very 
point of the rocky promontory of his place 

on the Riviera, reaching out into the Mediter- 
ranean, bears only the words: Magna quies, 
in maga spe.“ (Great quiet, in great hope.) 
He has left one eldest son, Daniel Ollivier, an 
eminent member ot the Parts bar, by his first 
marriage, in 1857, with Blandine, natura! 
daughter of the famous composer, who died 
as the Abbé Liszt, and of the Comtesse 
d’Agoult, with whom he had eloped. Anoth- 
er daughter of this illegitimate union is Mme. 
Cosima Wagner, widow of Richard Wagner, 
the composer. After the death of his first 
wife Emile Ollivier married, in 1869, Mile. 
Gravier, daughter and heiréss of a rich mer- 
chant of Marseilles, by whom he has left 
two children, namely, Genevieve, married to 
a physician, Dr. Troisier, and Emile, who is, 
like his elder half-brother, a lawyer, and 
about 30 years of age. 
_ 

Young Baron Eric von Goldschmidt-Roths- 
child, who is now traveling in this country 
and who was recently laid up in Chicago by 
illness, is one of the sons of Baron Maximil- 
ian Goldschmidt, who, married to Minna von 
Rothschild, daughter of Baron William 
Rothschild, inherited from the latter the 
chieftainship of the Frankfort branch of the 
great house of Rothschild. Six years ago 
the kaiser conferred upon Maximilian Gold- 
schmidt the title of baron, and the authoriza- 
tion to use his wife's name in conjunction 
with his own. 

Yqung Erie von Goldschmidt-Rothschil, 
nowtravelingin America, has an elder broth- 
er, Albert, who has become quite a conspicu- 
ous figure in the London world. Some years 
ago he passed all the necessary examinations 
and received his commission as an officer of 
Cavalry in the German army, but when as 
signed to the Twentieth dragoon regiment the 

officers of that corps blackballed him. The 
emperor was very angry with his officers for 
turning down young Goldschmidt, but he 
could do nothing. For as long as officers of 
the German army are allowed to virtually 
ballot for candidates who wish to join their 
regiment so long is the exclusion of Jews 
from the commissioned ranks of regiments 
of the German army likely to continue.

The kaiser subsequently endeavored to 
compensate Albert von Goldschmidt-Roth- 
schild by appointing him to a secretaryship 
of the German embassy in London, where he 
has managed to make himself popular. Dur

Chop the tomatees and 
drain; then chop thé other ingredients, and add 
two cups of sugar, two tablespoons of salt, one 
quart of vinegar, and cook all together until 
tender.

The Country Gentleman for Sept. 6 has two 
interesting columns on apple preserves by Mrs. 
Fred Telford. She says: 

“Apple ketchup is a foreign dish that is com- 
ing into deserved popularity. Peel, core, and 
quarter five pounds of ¢art apples. Cook them 
until smooth with a quart of brown sugar and 
two quarts of cider vinegar. Place the mixture 
in a crock and add two pounds of chopped ral- 
sins, a small, mild onion, an ounce each of 
ground white and black mustard seed, two 
ounces of ground ginger, one tablespoon of salt, 
‘and two or three red peppers, chopped fine. Mix 
the ingredients thoroughly, and let ‘stand over 
night. In the morning transfer the ketchup to 
jars without cooking, and seal at once. It will 
keep for years.”

Follow this by 
sponging with ether to prevent the acid from 
eating into the leather. Now rub in the paste | 
and continue rubbing until it falls off in scales. 
Finally, sponge with peroxide of hydrogen and 
bleach in the sun. (2) After removing the 
stains with oxalic acid rinse with a sponge 
wrung out in clear water. ayy and rub 
with a paste made of equal parts of powdered 
alum and fuller’s earth. After an hour rub off 
the dry paste and apply dry fine corn meal with 
a dry sponge. I do not vouch for the efficacy 
of either of these methods. I merely gay that 
they are indorsed by those who claim to have 
tried them with success.
